A group of palaeontologists led: by PROFESSOR KYLE, have been savagely 


attacked while studying fossil remains deep in a newly discovered cave 
system. KYLE, the only survivor of the party has managed to summon 
help in the shape of LIEUTENANT SCOTT and his troopers, 


Meanwhile, on board the Tardis, ADRIC has declared the desire to return 
home. As this would mean returning to E-space, the DOCTOR is reluctant, 
but ADRIC is adamant, saying he will plot a course, While ADRIC does 
ads, thie DOE LOR materialises the Tardis underground on 25th century 
Harth, Exploring the caves, the DOCTOR finds impressive fossilised 
dinosaur remains.
